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Tariff Protection. 

qi Itis contended by those who support a ta- 
Tiff, that a tariff will reduce the price of arti 
cles. "This seems preposterous, but they nev- 
ertheless do so. They say submit to the Op:. 
Pression for a While, furnish manufacturers 
‘with n capital, and they will increase to such 
an extent, that the prices will-be reduced, and 
Wecan then purchase without Paying the tax, 
Butif our manofacturers cannot flourish with 
‘the protection already in their favor, how can 
We-expect that they will when greatly ins 
ereased in numbers, and competition hos 
Brown strong, increase in prosperity, and 
therefore reduce their prices so as to discard 
Protection. They will never do 60. The 
manufacturers will as they have heretofore 
done, continue to petition Congress for more 
Protection, until protection shall anrount to 
prohibition. The ducy paidon an imported 
article at the Custom House is of course ad- 
ded to the price, and is tu be paid by the con- 
sumer. The manufacturer in this country, 
When he sells a similar article to that import 
ed, say a yard of cloth, adds to the price of 
Hiscloth the duty that the importer has had 
to pay at the Custom House wpon his yard of 
cloth, and if that duty ‘was one dollar upon 
the yard, the farmer who porchased the yard 
ofcloih from the manufucturer has had to 
Pay out of the products of his toil to the man- 
ufacturer.a dollar, which he need not and 
Would not lave had to pay, ifit had not been 
for the protection afforded by a tariff. 

* By. this, process there is no escape for the 
farmer, he has to-pay-the dollar extra, either 
tothe merchant who imports, or the manus 
‘facturer who makes the yard ofcloth, ‘There 

~isno ‘chance of gain to the farmer. «The 
manufeturer always adds to the price of his 
goods an amount equal to that which the im- 
porter has had to pay at the Custom House as 
a tari@'duty. 

‘The expense to (he farmer of protecting 
manufacturers is very great. ‘Take for in- 
stance the articles of woolen. 

The value of woolen manufacturers impors 
ted into this country in the year ending Sept. 
1840 was §6,226,630; the amount of dutics on 
thissum ot 40 per cent is $2,490,052; to this 
amount add for the importer’s profits ten per 
cent, and the retailer's profits 3 per cent upon 
these duties, and it will be found to be 747,195. 
dollars; making for duties and profit on du- 
ties charged by the sellers, in the whole 
$3,237,847. By this process fifty per cent. is 
added to the cost of the woolens to be paid 
by the consumer. 

During the same year, 1840, there was con- 
sumed of woolens, as appears by the census 
statistics in the Union, to the value of $20,- 
696,999; we must add to this the fifty per 
cent. which all articles whether manufactur- 
4 at home or not, are advanced in price, to 
meet the protection by way of duties, and the 
price is increased to $10,348,199; add to this 
the duty on the imported articles, and the pro- 
fits of the importing and retailing merchants 
as above stated $3,237,847, and the result is 
13,586,345 dollars, which is the amount the 
people have to pny to get into the treasury of 
the United States the sum of 2,490,652, 

‘The government has got by this process 
the sum of 2,490,652 dollars, and the manu- 
facturers and mercbants have got 11,095,694 
dollars of the money of the people. 

‘The farmers have therefore to pay for pro- 
tection, for the exclusive benefit of the man- 
ufacturing class eleven million of dollars! 
Or in other words it has cost the whole peo- 
ple eleven millions of dollars and upwards to 
pay the government but 2,490,652 dollars of 
duties. 

Here is only one item brought into the ac~ 
count. From this the farmer and mechanic, 
can judge something of the benefits they re-| 
ceive from the protection furnished by tariff] 
taxotion, Let them weigh it well in their 
roinds, let them count the cost to themselves, 
of supporting men who would keep up and 
increase in evil, a system of tariff taxation. 
‘The present Congress under the direction of 
Henry Clay hes made an effort to increase the 
tariff upon the people, thus bringing them un- 
der greuter bondage to the manufacturer. 

Weshall show other facts in our next ps- 
per, and we hope to be able to expose most 
effectually the mischievious tendency of the 
protective duties.

A’ plot on foot to robothe State of 
About $800,000... More of the beau- 
ties of the Banking system. 

We learn that a few individuals, who have 
recently purchased a majority of the shares of 
stock of the Bank of Minois at Shawneetown, 
by which means they have fora few months 
past obtained the control ofthe Bank, are now 
engaged with.the specie of the Bank, in buy- 
ing up State bonds at 15 cents to the dollar, 
which they design to force upon the State at 
par in lieu of thestock which the State owns 
in the Bank, The game which these indivi- 
duals have already played, and intend yet to 
play, isa deep one. We forbear, at this time, 
16 disclose the trick by which these Bank 
managers kept up the value of Shawnectown. 
bank paper, until they had taken in the ubwa- 
ry, and then deliberately depreciated: the val- 
ue of the notes of the bank by their own acts. 
Tn 4 future number ave will éay more on this 
subject. At present it is our object (o put the 
people of this State on their guard, in re(er- 
ence to the plot on foot to enrich the private 


stockholders uf the Bank aot the expense of 


the State. And our remarks are particularly 
intended for the eyes of the Democratic mem- 
bers ofthe Legislature. Under the popular 
cry ofa “dissolution of Bank and State,” the 
Demucratic members will be approached. 

Our readers know that the stock of the 
Bank of Illinois corsists of one million of 
State stock and $349,000 individual stack 
‘They can readily perceive that any individual 
can command the private stock’ by becoming 
the purchaser of 175,000 dollars-worth, which 
is more than half of it, and they can readily 

understand that a bold speculator would. not 
be afraid to risk this sum in the hope of gain 
ing $800,000 by the . process we have descri- 
bed. Our readers will remember that in pay~ 
ment of the Slate’s portion. of the stack af the 
Dank of Illinois at Shawneetown, the bonds 
of the State were sold. by the commissioners 
in 1897, and the proceeds ($1,000,000) were 
jmmegiately paid into the bank in hard dol 
Jars ‘The Stote thus became the bona fide 
‘owner of ten thousand shares in the bank; aud 
every body can understand that if these shires 
are now Worth one hundred dullars each i 
hard cash, the State would be aloser of up- 
wards of 800,000 dollars by taking one thou: 
sand bonds in liew of this Stock.” -Yetysueh is, 
or will be when the Legislature meets, the 
proposition of the owners of the private stock! 
ofthe Bank to the Legislature. Under the 
popular ery of “a separation of bank and 
State,” the ‘Bank patriots will ask the State 
to take one million of dollars in. bonds, in 
full for her stock in-the Bank, and thus dis- 
solve the connexion. Inthe meantime, these 
private stockhulders will use the specie in the 
bank to buy-up, at 15 or 16 cents to the dol- 
lar, a sufficient ‘number of bonds to answer 
the object. ‘The profits on this operation, 
any body can see with half an eye will be up: 
wards of 800,000, to be divided between a few 
private individuals. 

‘The above facts we have had from an un- 
doubted source, We would mention the 
names of the few individua's engaged in this 
plot, if we thought at all necessary to succeed 
in blowing it up. ‘The following extract of a 
letter from Springficld, published in the Miss 
souri Republican, confirms in the strongest 
manner, the facts we have here given: 

“There is very little doubt but the connection 
borween the Stato and both of ur Banks will bo 
dissolved next winter, nnd that the stock bonds 
will bo returned to the State by both institutions. 
‘That policy would be the best for the Bunks und 
the State, aud public sentiment is greatly in favor 
of it. 

Springficld, 11., 30th July, 1842.” 

This writer here in Springfield appears to, 
be in the secrets of the private stockholders. 
Is he not their attorney? It will be observed 
that he particularly specifies the character of 
the bonds which the State is to receive in liew 
‘of her stock upon the dissolution of Bank and 
Stute. ‘They are to be “stack bonds,” soys 
this writer- 

There is no doubt of the fact, that one or 
(wo individuals who have lately been making 
immense purchases of the private stock of the 
bonk, have done so with the, sole view of fill- 
ing their pockets by the speculation we have 
atiempted to describe, at the expense of the 
State, Now, that we have blown this plot 
sky high, we have but little fear that the 
members of the Legislature can be made the 
instruments of carrying it into perfection 

We are the advocates of “a separation of 
bank and State,” and we desire to see the 
State dissolved from all connexion with. both 
the banks; but while we are so, we desire to 
see the interests of the State taken.care of in 
effecting the separation, and not the interests 
of the private stockholders of the Banks. The 
stock owned by the,Stote in both the Banks 
should be sold to the highest bidder, with a 
provision that it sbould not sell below a cer- 
tain fixed price, and the proceeds arising from 
the sale should be paid into the State treasury 
in hard dollars or. their equivalent. The stock 
of the State Bank'is now quoted, we believe, 
‘at 30 cents-to the dollar, At this price, the 
State stock in the bank is worth 630,000 dol- 
Jars, in cash. If the State were to take bonds 
in lieu of this stock, the private stockholders 
could purchase bouds at 15 or 16. cents to 
the dollar, which would cost them but 
336,000. By this operation the reader will 
perceive that the State would lose nearly 
800,010 dollars. 

The stock ofthe Bank of Illinois at Shaw- 
neetown js said to be selling at present for 
about G0 dollars a share in cash, The value 
of the Stnte stock at this price would be 
600,000 dollars; while, if the State wero to 
take bonds in lieu of the stock, they could 
be purchased for about 160,000 dollars: and 
the State would thus lose by the operation 
the sum of 440,000 dollars. 

Why should not the State sell the stock in 
the banks for cash? and afterwards tnke this 
cash and buy wp ber own bonds at the present 
low price? With 1,230,000 dollars, in herd 
cash, which would be the proceeds of the sale 
of her stock in both banks, she could buy up 
wards of seven millions of dollars worth of| 
her own bonds, at the price which they are 
now selling for in the market; or if the price 
should rise, sho could still purchase more 
ihau five millious. 

In order to demonstrate to our readers the 
actual amount which the private stockholders 
office bank would make out of the State, by 
the plan they have on foot—for we believe 
itwill be attempted by both banks—we have 
prepared the following table:

Dran Six: The Governor, Auditor, and 
Treasurer have prohibited the reception of 
the bills of the State Bank of Illinois and 
branches in the payment of the revenue of 
1842, and of debts due the school fund. The 
bills of the Bank of Mlinois at Shawneetown 
would have been included in the protibition 
also, if the Jaw had only invested us with 
such powers, The object of this measure is 
to suspend the collection of the revenue for 
the current year, which would otherwise com 
mence in September next, until the next Le~ 
uislature may have an opportunity of acting 
on the subject. 

Without some such suspension act a Jarge 
portion of the revenue of 1842, particularly 
that portion payable by non-resident land 
owners and large land companies, would be 
paid to collectors before the meeting of the 
legislature; and that body would be conse- 
quently prevented for the space of another 
year, not only from making any change 
1 dhe system, bul from dissolving. the de: 
grading connexion now subsisting between 
the Suite aud a bankrupt institution... "The res 
toration of a sound eureney whichits so essen- 
tiglly needed at present in this Statecan only 
be effected by the joint efforts of the governs 
ment und the people, and the first. step tow= 
ards the accomplishment of Uuis object, i8 1 
rejection of depreciated paper by the S 
Iv is folly to hope for a sound cireulotion while 
the government is patronizing a worthless one. 
To prevent this change from operating op: 
pressively the legislature will have it in its 
power, by the reduction of salaries and the 
curtailment of all expenses not absolutely in 
dispensible to the existence of government, to 
make a material reduction in the taxes for 
the next two years, 

By this means a sound currency can be 
gradually, though perhaps slowly, introduced 
without increasing the burdens of the people, 
‘The exigency of the present crisis requires a 
common sacrifice, and if it be wisely and 
firmly made, both by the people and their 
agents, a few years will suifce to lift our 
young State out of its present prostration,— 
‘Once more I take the liberty of repeating that 
the object and intention of the present notifi- 
cation is to suspend the collection. of the reve- 
nue for the year 1842 until the meeting of 
the Legislature, at which time that body can 
provide for the payment of taxes in such 
fonds sit may deem advisable, and effect such 
reduction in the amount of revenue as it way 
deem practicabte. =

United States Bank. 

The federal whigs covtinuc to assert and 
perhaps many of them really believe that 
nothing but a national bank can give a sound 
currency, ‘There was but one feature in the 
old United States Bauk that made its notes 
more current than the paper of other banks. 
The United States Bank of Pennsylvania, with 
the same stockholders—the same officers— 
circulating the same notes, and in every other 
respect, as declared by Mr. Biddle, better nnd 
stronger than the old bank, could not stand 
simply because it was deprived of this feature. 
We allude to the clause making United States 
Bank paper receivable at all the Custom Hou- 
ses, Post Offices, Land Offices, &o. for the 
dues of government. Without this privilege 
a United States Bank note would be no bet~ 
ter thon State Bank note; and neither of 
them as current as the notes of a bankrupt in- 
dividual endorsed thus by the United States 
Government. For illustration, suppose Con- 
gress should passa law making Simple Sim's 
notes to amount of ten millions, at the exclu- 
sion of all others, receivable all over the coun- 
try for the dues of government,'for the term of 
twwélity years, would not Simple Sim’s notes 
he in greater demand than -the notes of any 
bank, and “better than silver” for many pur- 
poses? Tho farmer who might be leaving 
the east for Missouri to enter Innd would pay 
‘a premium in silver for Simple Sim's notes, in 
consequence of the trifling expense and faci- 
lity in. transmitting then. Though Simple 
Sim should not have a collar to redeem his 
notes, they could be exchanged fur silver at 
nJmost every point in the Union. Here the 
merchant would prefer them to gold to moke 
remittances. But we ask would it be right 
for Congress to grant Simple Sim such extra- 
ordinory favérs? If it would be wrong, 
would it not be equally wrong to grant such 
benefits to British capitali 

The paper of a U: S. Bank thus endorsed 
would be current in every part of the country, 
and for this very reason it would be the more 
dangerous, as it would the more effectually 
drive the constitutional currency from our 
borders, and the mavagers would be tempted 
to over issues. Contractions and expansions, 
feeding the spirit of speculation, would follow 
as might suit the interest of the bank's favo- 
rites at the expense of the producing classes. 
Thus the bank would gather and could wield 
‘an influence greater shan the people them: 
selves—she could declare war and dictate the 
terms of peace, and as she would be deeply 
effected in every important move of the gov- 
ernment, who does not believe that she would 
throw her influence in favor of measures that 
would advance her own interest, even at the 
expense of the constitution. 

Keep down such institutions and the con- 
stitutional currency will gradually, but as 
certainly as the earth moves in its orbit, flow 
into our country, producing and diffusing in- 
to every branch of business, a prosperity. far 
more healthy and enduring, than could other- 
wise possibly exist, 


The Mormon vote. 

The Coon papers are silly enough to lay 
claims to great penetration for predicting that 
Gov. Duncan would lose the votes of the 
Mormons. It ought not to surprise any body 
that, the Mormons would not vote for a man 
who incessantly. abused them oll over the 


State for the Jast four months. The wonder 
would have been great, if they had voted oth- 
erwise. The Journal has the impudence to 
assert that we stated, previous to the election, 
thatthe Mormpns would vote for Doncan.— 
We ne¥er made such an assertion. We nev 
er knew how they would vole. We copied 
from the Wasp, a paragraph which seemed to 
indicate that Duncan and the Mormons under- 
stood each other, as in previous elections the 
whigs and Mormons undoubtedly had done. 
The Mormons were, however, apparently not 
influenced by the paragraph in the Wasp — 
They are men, and had the feelings of men, 
They would not kiss the rod that scourged 
them.

Their votes 
were not necessary to elect Judge Ford 
This we stated before the election; and the 
result proves that we were right. We have 
ascertained, beyond dombt, that Judge Forp

bly. Each branch then possesses the right to 

refuse the resignation of its members, and to 

compel them to serve, and this is the common 

Jaw of England. A'member of Parliament 

may be compelled to serve, and upon refusal 

to setve, lie may be committed, as of yore, to 

the tower, in other words, he is linble to fine 

and imprisonment for contumacy, and this 

Upon the great and paramount principle, that 

the State has a right to the services of all her 

citizens, a principle so plain as to ncedno com- 

ment, since itlies at the very bottom of gov.

quires for the transaction of business. 

Every effort was made on our part, in cith-

aced with violence, The Executive Chief Mag- 
istrate of the State, whose duty it is made by 
the constitution and the laws, to provide for 
the filling of vacancies in the Legislature, as 
in other offices, was then appealed to, to per- 
form his duty. Your Representatives were 
answered by thot officer, that he could have 
ho official communication with the remaining 
fragment of the law making power—that neithe 
er the constitution, the Jaws, his official oath, 
or the responsibilities of bis high station, im= 
posed any duty upon him in the emergency.
